Technical Understanding the Kidney Function 


title paper tells you 

already that want talk about 

easy subject and hope able 
clarify your mind few points that 
you should understand while doing your 
routine intravenous urography examina- 
tions. may also prove some 
benefit you facilitating your work 
this field. 


must say, however, that the technique 
which developed and tried explain 
many occasions since 1941, now 
much better understood our present 
generation technicians. 


Nevertheless, sometimes take time 
and pleasure questioning technicians 
regarding the exact meaning what 
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seen the radiographs and the right 
understanding the kidney function. 
often surprised receive answers 
proving that some technicians not 
know what happening the course 
intravenous frequent 
answer is: don’t know why—but the 
Radiologist knows” some will even 
add hope”! 


Here the not know why” 
answer that would like make clear 
you. 


all know that the function the 
kidney physiological and constant. 
The collecting system is, definition, 
system funnels and ducts for the collec- 
tion the excreted urine the kidney. 
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THE KIDNEY FUNCTION 


This function mostly mechanical. The 
kidney pelvis small reservoir and the 
ureter the main duct draining this small 
reservoir into larger one, the bladder. 

There exists some similarity between 
the collecting system the kidney and 
the drainage system house town. 

The collecting system the kidney is, 
however, closed circuit, open only its 
lower end, without any provision for 
overflow, should certain blockage 
taking place along its main duct, the 
ureter. 

This attitude looking the collect- 
ing system will already permit you 
visualize your mind what happening 
when something goes wrong the 
mechanical draining system and, also, 
understand why some modification the 
normal image noticed your radio- 
graphs. 

previous articles, had the oppor- 
tunity comment the relationship 
between the physiological function the 
kidney and the mechanical one the 
ureter. 

Let imagine that calculus, any 
other obstructing material, causes 
ureteral blockage. The regular flow 
urine towards the bladder disturbed 
various degrees, according the im- 
portance the block. You will under- 
stand that the urine will then accumulate 
above the blockage, causing retention and 
increase pressure. 

When the pressure rises the collect- 
ing system, the most alarming clinical 
symptom pain appears immediately. 
has been established that moderate 
rise pressure the kidney pelvis (33 
Hg) adequate produce pain. 
This increase pressure the renal 
pelvis the essential cause the typical 
pain renal colic. 
physiological function the kidney keeps 
this pressure the kidney pelvis and, 
therefore, causes the pain persist. 
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sudden obstruction calculi, the 
contractility the ureter, early the 
crisis, battles against the obstacle. These 
forced contractions are partly and mildly 
responsible for the pain. But this con- 
tractile power, however, rapidly dimin- 
ishes and becomes ineffective. The 
ureter deprived contractions, 
becomes larger and takes the appearance 
rigid tube. 

The patient, this phase, usually 
directed the Department Radiology 
for examination, which is, generally, 
intravenous urography. 

the first radiographs taken follow- 
ing the injection the contrast medium, 
the dye, the normal side, will rapidly 
shown the collecting system, 
eliminated the first minutes follow- 
ing the injection. 

the other hand, there will 
visualization the collecting system, 
where the interference the ureteral 
transit present. The blockage, existing 
since certain time, will retain the col- 
lecting system large quantity urine 
‘excreted the kidney prior the injec- 
tion the iodized medium. Obviously, 
this urine does not contain any dye and, 
therefore, not visible your radio- 
graphs. 

have again refer the water 
supply system your home. Imagine 
that you want drink cold water; you 
open the faucet drain out the warm 
water retained the system, until the 
cold water comes from the cellar and 
out the faucet. you are using large 
opening, the cold water will available 
few seconds. the contrary, you 
use small opening the faucet, the 
warm water will only drip and will take 
longer time obtain your cold water. 

The phenomenon observed the case 
calculus blocking the ureter com- 
parable the one taking place your 
home water supply. closed faucet 
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retains the warm water and prevents the 
cold water coming from the cellar, the 
calculus retains, the collecting system, 
the urine—which will call the “No. 
urine, not containing any dye.” the 
warm water has evacuated obtain 
the cold, this “No. urine” has also 
evacuated from the collecting system 
before being replaced the “No. 
urine, containing the dye,” order 
obtain the proper visualization the 
collecting system. 

When blockage exists, the more com- 
plete the ureteral interference the longer 
the time will take obtain, the first 
instance, the evacuation urine No. 
and, the second instance, the refilling 
the collecting system the urine 
No. 

This fact explains the relationship be- 
tween the severity the blockage and the 
time takes obtain good filling and 
visualization the collecting system 
the new urine containing the dye. 

There also relationship between 
the severity the blockage and the pain 
suffered the patient. appears 
encouraging when the patient feels his 
pain. means that the renal function 
still existing, since necessary keep 
the pressure the renal pelvis, main 
cause the typical pain renal colic. 

may necessary also, that you 
realize that the kidney excretory 
gland and the ureter its excretory canal. 
One has remember the principle 
physiology that ligtation excretory 
canal will destroy the function gland. 

calculus blocking partially com- 
severe ligation. Therefore, modification 
the intensity pain may signify two 
distinct and completely opposite effects. 
Most often, diminution pain means 
that the calculus eliminated that the 
degree blockage ureteral transit has 
decreased, thus allowing better function 
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the ureter, lesser pressure and less 
marked dilatation the kidney pelvis. 
such case, the physiological function 
the kidney has tendency re-estab- 
lish itself the same level before this 
crisis renal colic the blockage 
ureteral transit. This always observed 
when the calculus small and causing 
only partial blockage which neverthe- 
less permits progression the urine 
towards the bladder. 

the other hand, diminution pain 
may mean that the physiological function 
the kidney disappearing because 
loss kidney pelvis pressure, which 
necessary produce pain. Alteration 
excretory power the kidney im- 
portant sign which ought recognize 
early are save the physiological 
function the organ. 

This particular condition generally 
encountered patients with calculi 
situated high the uretero-pelvic junc- 
tion. such cases, the calculus 
usually too large for its descent into the 
bladder. Moreover, the ureter its 
junction with the kidney pelvis has 
funnel shape and the calculus acts 
cork, completely blocking 
After this complete obstruction, the col- 
lecting system above the obstacle high- 
dilated, and urinary stasis prevents 
continuation renal function. The 
physiological function the kidney then 
quickly disappears, following impairment 
the mechanical function the ureter. 

can now stated definitely that 
clinically impossible, when pain has 
disappeared during early treatment 
renal colic, conclude that the calculus 
has been passed physiological function 
longer permissible discharge patient 
without pain before the functional value 
the kidney and the true meaning the 
absence pain have been clearly ascer- 
tained intravenous urography. 
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THE KIDNEY FUNCTION 


When the patient feeling well, 
must much more careful and take 
every means our disposal verify, 
often necessary, the site the calcu- 
lus and the functional state the kidney. 
The following case illustrates this point: 

Case J.M., aged 37, complained Sep- 
tember 14th, 1952, sharp pain the 
left lumbar area, characteristic renal 
colic. Hypodermic injections had little 
effect the pain. The following 
morning, September 15th, the pain was 
not severe and disappeared com- 
pletely September 16th. Septem- 
ber 17th, intravenous urography showed 
large calculus imbedded the left 
uretero-pelvic junction with stasis the 
opaque substance injected four hours 
previously. The patient had pain. 
already suspected alteration 
physiological function the kidney. 
plain film was taken the following morn- 
ing and the dye injected hours before 
was still visible above the calculus. 

Two hours later, the patient was 
operated and the calculus removed 
after ureterography. was un- 
eventful. 

November 6th, 1952, control intra- 
venous urography showed the mechanical 
function the ureter, and thus normal 


renal physiological function, re-estab- 
lished. 


common note some modification the 
collecting systems and kidney function, 
resulting from extrinsic compression 
the ureters. Blockage the mechanical 
function the ureters only partial and 
function quickly restored normal 
few days after delivery, when ureteral 
function has again become normal. 

Blockage ureteral transit may also 
caused scarring, adhesions, aberrant 
vessels any other congenital anomalies. 

slow and progressive obstruction 
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coincident with the development cer- 
tain abdominal conditions—deep-seated 
tumours, cancers the genitals invading 
the parametrium, cancer the bladder 
prostate—the patients, the early phase 
blockage ureteral transit, complain 
only vague pain. Intravenous urog- 
raphy will then reveal delay 
visualization the opaque medium 
one both collecting systems, there 
unilateral bilateral invasion the 
ureters. should noted that block- 
age, the beginning, usually takes place 
one side only. much later, fol- 
lowing the development the tumour, 
that the other side involved. 
unilateral block, the kidney eventually 
ceases functioning without affecting the 
general condition the patient. the 
contrary, blockage bilateral, there 
rapid rise blood urea which becomes 
irreducible. The patient dies from 
uraemia destruction the physio- 
logical function the kidneys result 
the more and more extensive and pro- 
gressive interference with mechanical 
function the ureters. these cases, 
only transplantation the ureters may 
restore the renal function, lower the blood 
urea and prolong the life the patient. 


This fact, currently recognized, suf- 
ficient alone establish the importance 
maintaining the mechanical function 
the ureters safeguard the physiological 
function the kidneys. 


hope that you now realize how im- 
portant understand the mechanism 
the double function that exists; firstly, 
the physiological one for the kidney; sec- 
ondly, the mechanical one for the ureter. 
You realize also how important the 
inter-relationship between these functions. 


The comparison with the water and 
sewage system house will help you 
better understand the phenomena that 
are taking place and hope that you 
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will now find more pleasure doing your 
work this field. 


Summary and Conclusions 


The kidney excretory gland, 
its function physiological and constant. 

The collecting system composed 
ducts and its function transferring 
the urine the bladder mostly 
mechanical. 

The mechanical function the 
ureter must maintained order 
safeguard the physiological function 
the kidney. 

Technicians must clearly 
stand the relationship between these 
functions, they want take their radio- 
graphs the appropriate time and avoid 
repeats uncompleted examinations. 

Technicians must the position 
following the progress the examina- 
tion its different phases giving 
more attention the physiological 
function. 


When ureteral obstruction clinic- 
ally suspected, the technician should 
able demonstrate its site and import- 
ance for the guidance the urologist 
the elaboration the appropriate 
treatment. 


trinsic compression the ureter, findings 
are identical. compression cannot 
relieved early enough, loss physiologi- 
cal function the kidney irrevocable. 


These principles and examples are 
given show the technicians the extreme 
importance properly understanding 
the relationship between the various 
functions taking place the course 
examination the kidney intravenous 
urography.

mittee Technical Training, CSRT, for the 
year 1960-1961. 


view the fact that Dr. Stapleton, Chair- 
man the J.C.T.T., will presenting detailed 
report our joint activities during the past 
brief review our progress. 


There has been considerable improvement 
the interest shown the training Radio- 
graphic and Radiotherapeutic technicians these 
past four years. 


Radiologists and hospital administrators are 
definitely showing greater interest our 
efforts guide them their training program 
and most instances are anxious comply 
with the regulations laid down the JCTT. 


Our first survey training centres revealed 
serious lack training facilities high per- 
centage such centres. 


Although these deficiencies were carefully 
pointed out with request that they try over- 
come them, small percentage felt they could 
not possibly meet our requirements and volun- 
tarily discontinued their training scheme.

Seventy-four pages were taken with CSRT 
material compared with pages 1960, 
less. However, pages were occupied 
CSRT examination papers 1960 while only 
seven pages examinations were published

The Registry took pages 1960, compared 
with 1959. There were more names the 
1960 Registry owing closer spacing and utiliza- 
tion the third cover.

telling effect raising standards number 
places where the standards are below par. 


Miss Wrublowsky, R.T., Manitoba, has 
been working hard gathering information from 
the other provinces well referring their 
previous Salary Scale and has come with 
their proposed Wage Scale for 1961. The Mani- 
toba general meeting will held May 17th, 
1961, which time the Wage Scale will pre- 
sented the membership. 


Mr. Logan, R.T., reports that the B.C.

They have also had drive have tech- 
nicians present more technical papers monthly 
meetings. They find this very educational 
along with promoting person’s confidence 
public speaking. 

Mr. Wm. Andrias, R.T., Alberta, was 
appointed this Committee October, 1960.

CONDENSED REPORT 
1961 CANADIAN HOSPITAL 
ASSOCIATION MEETING 


The Canadian Hospital Association Conven- 
tion took place May 24-26, 1961, the Park 
Plaza Hotel Toronto. 


The first meeting took place Wednesday 
morning, opening with call order, the 
Invocation, Roll Call and introduction 
all the visitors. 


Mr. Martin, his Presidential Address, set 
the theme for the meeting; this can best 
summed the following paragraph: 


“These past two years have been momentous 
the long history our hospitals and hospital 
systems. have lived through the experience 
having hospital insurance made available 
all residents our country; have witnessed 
the gratifying effects upon hospital financial 
operations solution the age-old problem 
inadequate payment for care indigents; 
have seen rise—in communities large and 
small from east west—new hospitals and 
additions existing institutions rate 
unprecedented our history; have, cer- 
tain parts our country, seen the difficulties 
raising capital funds for new buildings and 
equipment, resolved, point undreamed 
decade ago. have overcome, great 
degree, the chronic shortage unskilled and 
semi-skilled hospital employees, and have 
enjoyed great period early change and 
evolution many the techniques and 
methods education for many our more 
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skilled and professional classes personnel. 
History may well record the beginning the 
sixties being one the most dynamic periods 
the eternal quest for our universal goal— 
Better patient care for all ill and injured citi- 
zens our communities.”

That the aims the Secretariat gain 
more information each country’s associa- 
tion, conditions training, education and 
the exchange information, and 
doing, improve the standards training 
and qualifications throughout the world. 


That each organization send details such 
organization, together with methods 
training and conditions generally, tripli- 
cate, the appropriate secretary. 


That defray the costs voluntary con- 
tribution made the appropriate secre- 
tary who will also act treasurer. For 
guidance, was suggested that annual 
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payment based $25.00 for 500 mem- 
bers, the equivalent, £10 per 500 mem- 
bers. For small groups nominal payment 
might made and this, which would 
voluntary, would have bearing whatso- 
ever the country’s membership the 
Secretariat. 
general meeting the International 
Secretariat coincides with the International 
Congress Radiology, thus the next meet- 
ing will Montreal 1962. 
That Miss Werner and her colleagues have 
achieved great deal arranging for the 
current meetings international level 
held concurrently with the Inter- 
national Congress Radiology Munich, 
and expressions appreciation and thanks 
made accordingly. 
That with great many countries repre- 
sented was decided: 
(a) put all these recommendations 
the general meeting later the same day, 
(b) suggest that the present committee 
seven, alternative elected com- 
mittee continue function until 1962; 
(c) ask from each 
country make brief statement about 
their organization including training 
conditions, etc. 

the general meeting held July 28th the 
above items were formally put the 
meeting and carried unanimously, and thus the 
International Secretariat Radiographers and 
Radiological Technicians, known briefly the 
ISRRT was established. was further agreed 
this meeting that:

During the meetings Munich each organi-

inauguaration the International Secretariat.

Munich. 

Immediately following the Munich meetings 
the Joint Secretaries forwarded informative 
letters concerning the Secretariat organiza- 
tions throughout the world, sought information 
and issued invitations organized groups 
participate this undertaking. soon became 
apparent that considerable interest was being 
shown the new International organization 
and the Joint Secretary London has, 
the present time, received eight applications for 
membership with over £140 contributions 
from the following countries, who have thus 
become members the ISRRT: Australia, 
Canada, Denmark, Finland, Germany, Great 
Britain, Holland, New Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland. Other countries have 
indicated their desire contribute and addi- 
tion reports have been received from Ghana, 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Israel and other 
countries. 

The Joint Secretary Canada sent full in- 
formation the CSRT and the American So- 
ciety X-Ray Technicians. The Canadian 
Society immediately became participating 
organization, forwarding voluntary contribu- 
tion $64.40 per active member. The 
Board Directors the American Society 
lent kindly consideration the undertaking 
but due multiple commitments feels unable 
participate just this time. The Chairman 
the Board has kindly requested further in- 
formation which has been forwarded. 

Contact has been made the Canadian 
Secretary with individuals Uruguay, Mexico, 
Chile, Peru, Dominican Republic, Haiti, Costa 
Rica, Buenos Aires, Salvador and the 
Panama. Technical organization not suffi- 
ciently strong these countries contemplate 
participation present. Furthermore, although 
not within the coverage for the Americas, 
special arrangement, Mrs. Cameron has invited 
the Japanese group join the Secretariat. With 
flourishing radiographic associations established 
Japan there every reason anticipate 
early application for membership. 

preparation for the next general meeting 
the Secretariat, Mrs. Cameron has nego- 
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tiated successfully with the President the 
Xth International Congress Radiology, Mon- 
treal 1962, the effect that Registered Radio- 
logical Technicians and may 
register with the Congress Scientific Asso- 
ciates, additions participation the Con- 
gress. Thus the foundations are laid for meet- 
ings the ISRRT during the same period, 
August 26th September Ist, 1962.
